You’ll know it 
when you see it, as the exterior 
looks like a giant fortress of 
sugar cubes. Once you’re 
inside, you’ll be able to check 
out the Purple One’s produc¬ 
tion studios where he recorded 
some of his most iconic hits, 
and the legendary perfor¬ 
mance hall where Prince’s fa¬ 
mous late-night parties would 
take place. Other parts of the 
property have been turned into 
museum-like exhibits dedi¬ 
cated to the different eras of 
his music, while a handful of 
personal items have been left 
untouched in order to give vis¬ 
itors an intimate look into the 
life of Prince Rogers Nelson. 
Self-guided and VIP tours are 
available, making this one of 
the coolest and most affecting 
music experiences in suburban 
Minneapolis (or an 3 rwhere for 
that matter). 

STONE ARCH 
BRIDGE

One thing you’ll notice about 
people in Minnesota is that we 
aren’t scared to be active, even 
when it’s freezing outside. 

The best place to see this in 
action is over at the Stone 
Arch Bridge, which crosses 
the Mississippi River. This 
pathway has been around 
since 1883, and used to carry 
passenger trains into nearby 
Union Station. Today, it is a 
hot spot for runners, walkers, 
and cyclists (cyclists don’t take 
winters off either), and a great 
place to take in some incred¬ 
ible views of the city—you’ll 
capture some of the most 
Instagram-worthy pics of your 
entire visit. Plus, the bridge 
connects some other very 
cool historical sites, including 
Mill Ruins Park, which was

The historic walls 
and waterpower features are 
exposed, allowing visitors to 
see how it was the catalyst for 
industrial development that 
still drives Minnesota today. 

MALL OF AMERICA

Since 1992, the Mall of America 
has attracted visitors from all 
over the world looking to shop, 
party, and take in the spectacle 
of one of the world’s premier 
entertainment attractions. 

Built on top of the land that 
once housed the old Metro¬ 
politan Stadium, the MOA 
is packed with hundreds of 
stores (including Wisconsin 
cheese specialties and a store 
dedicated to Mall of America 
merch, for all of your super-au¬ 
thentic souvenir needs), as well 
as the full-sized amusement 
park, mini-golf, and one of 
the biggest and best comedy 
clubs in Minnesota. Take a ride 
on North America’s longest 
indoor zip line through the 
mall, swim with the fishes at 
Sea Life Minnesota Aquarium, 
and check out Minnesota music 
memorabilia at the Hard Rock 
Cafe. There are numerous near¬ 
by hotels offering free shuttles 
to and from the mall, so you 
won’t have to haul your cheese 
curds and American Girl dolls 
through the parking ramp.

If you haven’t posed in front 
of the star of your favorite 
performer, then your visit to 
Minnesota just isn’t complete. 
Whether you’re seeing a show, 
just passing by, or kissing the 
lone gold star dedicated to the 
man who made the venue leg¬ 
endary, this is a must for casual 
and diehard music fans alike.

It dares to take 
over the penthouse suite, 
sitting atop the W Hotel on 
Marquette. Prohibition is 
Minneapolis’ most scenic bar, 
but you’ve gotta ante up a 
little more for the experience. 
Drinks are typically $15-$20 
when it’s not happy hour, and 
Prohibition enforces “dress to 
impress” attire, so they may 
ask you to leave if you’re still 
sporting your game jersey. 

HELLS KITCHEN 

80 S. NINTH STREET 
Specialty: Straight shootin’ 
Distance from stadium: 0.9 miles 
Lovingly fierce. Hell’s Kitchen 
is near and dear to the hearts of 
Minneapolitans for its no-bull- 
shit service and brunch. That 
attitude is reflected in their 
utilitarian bar menu, which 
includes an array of AM cock¬ 
tails, including the infamously 
overloaded Jacked Up Bloody 
Mary. If you prefer to drink 
after dark, like many terrestrial 
humans. Hell’s Kitchen has a 
you-call-it menu replete with 
local spirits. You can even get a 
flight of straight pours. 


THE RED SEA 

320 CEDAR AVENUE S. 

Specialty: Ethiopian beer 
Distance from stadium: 0.9 miles 
It’s the 46th largest city in 
America, but Minneapolis 
boasts the ninth-largest Afri¬ 
can community in the country. 
As such, encountering East 
African culture is essential to 
the Minneapolis experience. 
The Red Sea was Minneapolis’ 
first Ethiopian joint, and it’s 
become an embassy for the 
wonderful drinks from that 
region. Red Sea features five 
Ethiopian beers, most notably 
Harar Pale Lager, as well as 
plenty of continental favorites. 

THE LOCAL 

931 NICOLLET MALL 
Specialty: Rich mahogany 
Distance from the stadium: 1 mile 
Kieran Eolliard set out to 
create the perfect stateside 
Irish bar when he co-founded 
the Local—a sprawling but 
cozy and well-wooded tavern 
on Nicollet Mall. You can lose 
yourself in the maze of beveled 
glass booths, sink into a tufted 
leather bench, and enjoy a 
bready stout from the Emerald 
Isle. Eolliard also founded 2 
Gingers Whiskey, so the Local 
is well-stocked in Irish spirits 
as well as beers. It’s the perfect 
place to chase the cold before 
or after the Big Game. 

BRirS PUB 

1110 NICOLLET MALL 
Specialty: Pool and pints 
Distance from stadium: 1.1 miles 
The bar’s famous lawn bowling 
field will probably be closed 
for the season, but Brit’s has 
two floors of pool tables to 
romp around in during the 
dead time before kickoff. Sure, 
Brit’s specializes in the other 
kind of football, but the friend¬ 
ly atmosphere and English 
homestyle menu are enough to 
bridge that divide. Eancy your¬ 
self an international sports¬ 
man? Pop in for afternoon tea 
or a pint of Old Speckled Hen.
